EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

different pair of the three cover sections is fixed in a single plane. — 

Additionally, in Claim 16 after the words, "configuration different from the first 
locked configuration" add --wherein the plurality of cover sections comprises three cover 
sections, wherein only a first pair of the three cover sections is locked in a co-planar 
configuration when the closure part is engaged with the first closure receiver and only a 
second, different pair of the three cover sections is locked in a co-planar configuration 
when the closure part is engaged with the second closure receiver--. 

Also, cancel Claims 13, 17 and 20.
